driven. These and- - other elements of
discord, whether they originate from a
want of patriotism, or the ability to
discriminate between statesmanship
and selfish demagoguery, do exist and
how to harmonize them is the problem
to be solved. Proper education may
15 too late. Division not only weak

ens, but invites open and covert as-

saults, by the vicious, upon the rights
and the interests of the well meauing,

but thoughtless majority. In this way
governments are overthrown, or per-

verted to the vilest uses ; and we 6ee

this truth illustrated, not only in the
Federal and State governments, but
in those of cities, towns and villages.

The ignorant and thoughtless many

are, everywhere, the victims of the
shrewd and vicious few, and the coun-

terpoise is to be found only in virtuous
motives and intelligent action. Unity
of the whites can correct the ills of
corrupt governments everywhere, pro-

vided that unity is upon correct prin-

ciples and directed by genuine, patri-oticwisdo-

But as long as ignorance

cannot appreciate those principles,
and intelligence will not endorse and
act upon them, unity would seem to be
impossible. It was once secured in
Tennessee, and vindicated its value as
the element of political power most
effective in crushing usurpation and
corruption in. office, but scarcely was
its triumph felt, ere discord shivered
it and disastrous defeat followed. Its
broken fragments may be again ce-

mented, by outside pressure, though
we have ceased to hope for it through
the attraction of affinity.

Op the seventeen Presidents of the
United States, predecessors of U. S

Grant, all seem to have been content
with $ 25,X0 a year, and by their con-

duct, seemed to prefer the honor of the
iMisition to the salary attached to it.
With the present incumbent, the case

is different. lie esteems it his right
to double his salary, to receive, bribes,
uuder the guise of friendly presents,
whether they be of mouey or real es-

tate, to sell offices for equivalents,

without giving a thought of any other
qualification than the ability to pay.

The Presidency, with its immense pa-

tronage, is his private property, to be

used by him in the way that will "do
the most good," towards the advance-

ment of his private fortune. Moral
and intellectual fitucss for office are

"considerations which weigh nothing
with him because he has no standard,
within himself, by which to weigh

them, and all he wants to know of an

applicant for office, is will he do the
dirty work required of him as a party
slave! will he surrender individual
scruples and betray his country in re-

turn for the office. In this way whilst
degrading himself he debauches pub-

lic virtue, and degrades his country to
a lower level than has been reached
by any other government claiming to
be civilized. The blame is not all his,
however, forbad not circumstances
brought him under the influence of
Puritanism, he might have been per-

suaded to do better though he could
never have been made a decent
successor of any President, prior to

the w ar. But the wonder is, that the
leople who are the source of all politi-

cal Kwer should, so suddenly, have
been made slaves and the authors of
their own ruin.

Pkioe to the war, the cry of the
abolitionists was, that the government
was controlled by a barbarous slavc-ocrac- y.

Barring the offensiveness of
the term, the declaration is literally
true. For seventy, or more, years,
southern statesmanship, scrupulous
honesty and ability did give shape to
the administration of the government,
stability, to its fundamental ideas and
the highest post of honor amongst the
governments of the earth. During
that period, official dishonesty was as
rare as the advent of comets ; public
virtue and general prosperitj were the
fruits of patriotic wisdom and genuine
love ofcountry, the grateful return for
the blessings conferred by a pure and
honest government. And if any doubt
existed in the past, of the saving
efficacy ofsouthern integrity and states-
manship, that doubt must now be dis-

pelled by the fact, that as soon as these
were banished froni the Beveral De-

partments of the government, official
thieving, usurpation and almost uni-

versal corruption became the charac-
teristics of government and people.
If all the existing evils lawlessness,
robbery and monicd tyranny, have
followed the abolition of slavery, there
is no process of legitimate reasoning
which can evade the conclusion, that
the institution was a blessing and that
with it has passed away the last hope
of the republic. Instead of extend
lug the area of freedom, the abolition
ists have made slaves of all classes,
save the few who have robbed the peo
pie of their liberties and secured imu- -

nity, by fortifying themselves with
stolen money and a mercenary soldiery.
The innate greed of the puritan yan- -

kee, for money and power, suggested
the invasion of the South whose saving
influence having been destroyed, the
yankee mask of purity and piety was
at once laid aside and a carnival of
crime, inaugurated which, by contrast,
gives respectability to the despotisms
of the Fast.

The fuss made about the lawless
ness and crime so rife, in portions of
Kentucky, tempts one to ask what has
become of the chivalry of the famous
"hunters of Kentucky?" Has not
enough of their manly spirit been in
herited to prompt their descendants to
repress such outbreaks, without the
hazardous experiment of invoking
federal aid. If the law has provided no
efficient remedy, it seems to us that
volunteers enough can be enlisted to
clean out the brigands, and that the
next Legislature will not only sanction
the movement, but liquidate any debt
incurred for the accomplishment, of
so important a measure as the exter
mination of those brutal robbers and
murderers.

The tyranny which Massachusetts
did so much to build up, is being felt
within its own borders. Whilst the
little decency still surviving in that
stronghold of higher law Puritanism,
is striving to Bustain its honor by re
pudiating Butler, Grant is forcing upon
that State, as Governor, a man whom
they pretend to despise. We are glad
of it, and hope Grant will succeed as
well there as in Louisiana. Not until
the people of the ft orth feel the force
of n, will they be awakened to
a true sense of their danger, from the
usurpations, and oppressive enactments
of the party fliey placed, and have re
tained in power.

The death of this estimable and
high-tone- d gentleman, one of the
brightest and most promising of the
young lawyers of our bar, occurred
Sunday bast at 2 P. M. Mr. Campbell
was a young man who, by his natural
qualifications and close application,
had won a position and a reputation
seldom attained by one so young. But
with a future full of bright promises

of honor and fame, he has been called
hence, leaving behind him, in the
hearts of those who knew him, a mem
ory which will ever be cherished with
tenderest feelings.

Circuit Court was adjourned on Mon-

day morning, in respect to his mem
ory, and a meeting of the bar organ-

ized to adopt appropriate resolutions.
Judge Rice was called to the chair.

Bailey and Dr. J. B. West, all of whom
spoke in the highest terms of the de-

ceased as a man, a lawyer and a chris-

tian, and pointed to him as one whose
example the youth of our land would
do well to follow.

ments of the members of the bar.
The officers and the jury of the Court
were requested to join with the mem-

bers of the bar in attending the funer-
